Steps Taken by Chancellor

Stresemann's hastily proclaimed mea- 
sures intended to bring relief to the 
nations financial and food situation, 
meet with varying degrees of ap- 
proval among the financial critics 
They view the governments decrees 
as primarily possessing psychological 
importance, in that they assured the 
public that the paper mark is not al- 
together worthless and that it will 
be be shortly traded in against the 
new coinage in an 
equitable pro- 


portion. 


The government's rai'ure to fix de- 


finitely the value "of the paper mark 
Sn relation to the present limited is- 
sue of gold loan notes ^ the cmef 
source of popular disappointment, as 
the official communiques the 
past 
three fia^s were considered to have 
foreshadowed definite action at once 
in this direction 
The government now manes its Dn- 


al appraisal o* the paper mark con- 
tingent upon its ability to halt the 
money presses and obtain sufficient 
new revenues tKrough "the command- 
eering of foreign canencies and the 
levying of new 
taxes, the foreign 


monies to be replaced with the new 
German jrold currencies 
In releasing 200.000 tons of sugar 
tor export, the government hopes to 
coax: 80,000,000 gold marks into its 
exchequers, although the treaty iof 
Versail es imposes an export embar- 
go on saccharine products. This fea- 
ture of the chancellor* emergency 
program also is provoking distrust on 
the ground that the elimination ol 
this amount of sugar from the local 
supply will in all probability result 
in the driving up of the retail prices 
in the home .market- 
, . 
The government hopes to have its 
jssue of "rentenmar&s ' as its new 
currency is christened, ready for cir- 
culation' November 15. No announce- 
ment has been made regarding- the 
size of the issue or what precautions 
will be provided to protect it from 
being pounced upon by the speculat- 
ors, u though the official communique 
hopefully asserts that with the ap 
pearance of the new currency "infla- 
tion will have come to an erd " 
It is then proposed to arrive at an 


estimate of the total volume of pa- 
per marks in circulation throughout 
the world in order to fix a rate at 
which the paper mark will be re- 
deemed for the new gold currency, 
the latter being conceived as a blot- 
ter for absorbing the unnamed tril- 
lion trillions, of numbered and un- 
numbered paper notes of varying de 
nominations. 
The official communiques suggest-

scheme is in large measure

dable upon its ability to salvage the 
situation in the Ruhr and the Rhine 
land where the number of unemploy- 
ed entitled to doles has already reach- 
ed two million.

Virginian Railway, went on strike at 
six o'clock this morning in the face of 
an order from the "United States Rail- 
way Labor Board that the threatened 
strike 'be held in abeyance pending a 
hearing of both sides before the board 
November 14th. 


Vice-Prsident C. H. Hix, of the Vir- 


ginian, telegraphed the Labor Board 
from Norfolk today asking authority 
to employ men to fill their places in 
order that the 
entire schedule of 


trains 
might be kept m ^operation 


pending- settlement oTTtfiVdispute of 
which the strike is an outgrowth 


The operation of the Virginian, ac- 


cording to a statement from Vice- 
President Hix early today, is not be- 
ing seriously 
handicapped. 
Freight 
and passenger traffic over- the road 
are both very light just at this period, 
he said, and the strike today was not 
expected to reduce the operations by 
more than 20 per cet. unless other 
operatives walk out in sympathy with 
the striking, engineers and firemen. 


Mr. Hix estimated that not more 
than 400 of the engineers and firemen 
had quit their posts.

Oth- 
ers were men who had previously 
been enginemen and firemen but who 
recently had been employed in other

The walkout was viewed by offi- 
cials of the Virginian president this

from the opening guns at Sumpter to 
the end of the struggle. As a mili- 
tary genius the speaker placed Lee 
in the ranks wjth the most brilliant 
that history has produced. An aris- 
tocrat by environment and a demo- 
crat at hart, Lee typified an ideal 
cultured production of 
the 
time, 


endowed as he was with all that was 
best, in an English 
and American 
act«ristic simplicity portrayed tho 2 
htat it required 150 years to pro- 
duce a Robert E. Lee and 
feared 
that another 
century and a 
half 


could not give the world his equal. 
In comparing 
the 
characters of 


Lee and Grant, Dr. Dodd with char- 
acteristic sincerity portrayed the two 
leaders in 
the 
radically 
different 
aspects of their personalities. 


Under the generalship of Lee the 


Confederacy 
won 
campaign 
after 
campaign to the despair of the North 
with armies mostly inferior numeri- 
cally than those of the union. Lee 
successively defeated every Northern 
general sent against him 
and

confident that ultimate victory would 
be with him. His victorious armies 
swept northern "Virginia of the in- 
vaders and cleared the path to Get- 
tysburg, thought by some historians 
the 'Armageddon of the Civil War. 
After the carmage of Gettysburg and 
the retreat southward, Lee, accord- 
ing to the speaker continued to be

Boll Weevil Makes 
Appearance In Va. 
Not Far From Here 


The boll weevil has rnado Its ap- 


pearance In Virginia for the first time 
according to a statement made to a 
reporter 
for the Boo }>} J. L. Dove, 


doinoii.itration agunt of Oatwell coun- 
ty v.lio stati'S he made tho discovery 
yesterday at Kinsgold. While compar- 
atively little cotton is grown abou! 
Danville, Its cultivation is on the In- 
cro<tsc and .Mr. Dove's revelations are 
considered important. He is report- 
ing the circumstance* 
both to tho 


iigriculiural department at Raleigh, 
X. C., and at Richmond. 


The Qiscovory of the insect pest 


was made more by accident than any- 
thing else. Mr. Dove was on his way 
to Danville from Milton, N. C., corn- 
ing by way of KinggoHl. He passed a 
KL lu in which cotton has been grow- 
ing and found a number of plants, 
v. hich had 
bc-en left standing some 


oi the bolls having opened others be- 
ing immature and ruined by recent 
frosts. 
He stopped to examine the 


plants and on opening a number of 
bolls he found those to lie freely in- 
fected* by the liny beetle which has a 
sharp proboscis with which it pene- 
trates the outer covering of the boll. 
Not only was the insect to be found 
but a.'so the pest in its. larval statu 
Mr. Dove brought to Danville several 
plants arid boils which 
he opened 


these revealing the insect. Mr. Dove 
said that tho discovery was a surprise 
to him and he expected that it would 
be something of a shock to the Vir- 
ginia authorities as it i« not general- 
ly realized that the upward sweep 
of the pest which has ruined thou- 
sands of cotton growers in the far 
South^hiid reached this latitude. 


Speaking of cotton growing in this 


section, Mr. Dove declared that is is 
being more gent-rally practised in Cas- 
well county than ever before. last 
year Caswell county made 65 bales of 
cotton. This year he estimated 
the 


yie'd will be between three and four 
hundred bales. One farmer two years 
ago had such success 
with cotton 


growing near Milton that the success- 
ful result of what appeared to be a 
doubtful more cotton is being grown 
on this, side of the Carlaia line than 
ever before, 


Mr. Dove said that the cotton crop 


is usually destroyed Completely by 
the boll weevil three years after it 
has made its appearance. It propa- 
gates \\ith amazing rapidity and the 
second year following the discovery 
of the pest in a given area hitherto 
free from it results in serious dam- 
age, the third year usually resulting 
in the crop being ruined for all prac- 
tical purposes. Mr. Dove stated that 
the only means of combating the pest 
!s to use calcium arsenate with a dust- 
gun at night. The falling of the dew 
at night converts the powder into a 
solution and when the beetle emer- 
ges for his morning drink it is quick- 
ly killed by the poisonous mixture.

O N l CEMETERIES 


(By Chicago Tribune Service) 


TFASHIXGTON, Nov. 7.—A string- 


ing Indictment of the plans approved 
by the United States goiernment for 
the embellishment of the A. E. F. 
cemeteries in Europe is contained in 
a statement issued today by Repre- 
sentative A Piatt Andrew (Republi- 
can). Massachusetts, who has just re- 
turned from France after a month 
spent in inspecting the six American 
cemeteries in that country contain- 
ing in all 30,000 graves, the one 
known; as "Flanders Fields" in Bel- 
gium. Where. 360 American dead are 
buried, and one of 450 graves at 
Brookwood, in England. 


Disturbed 
conditions which have 


been the subject of indignant com- 
ment on the part of those who have 
visited the graves this summer is 
transitional. Representative Andrew 
exp'alns. and are due to the tearing 
up of the grounds incident to the re- 
moval of bodies for shipment to 
America, reburial of those remain- 
ing, and the abandonment of the tem- 
porary landscape gardening upon the 
adoption of permanent plans for the 
arrangement of the cemeteries -which 
are now being worked out. 


These plans how er. are denounced 


by Representatn e Andrew as falling 
"diseracefully short* "of the oppor- 
tunities and requirements in connec- 
tion with the trust laid i:pon this gov- 
ernment to guard and cherish Its 
dead.

secretary general, that Italy required 
that her position as one of the great 
powers and one of the founders of 
the League and a principal signatory 
of the treaty of Versailles should be 
"adequately established." Italy holds 
that her position is insufflcintly re- 
cognized, and that if Italian rights 
were secured Italy would be ready to 
participate fully, and, further, that 
the popularity of the League with 
Italy would doubtless greatly increase.

January, Forbes sailed for Europe. 


His friends said at the time that

Forbes returned to this country the 
following month and quit the Bureau 
last March 1.

Action Will Result From 


Charges That Employes

scope of the Senate inquiry into the 
the Veterans' Bureau probably will be 
broadened as a result of statements 
made to the investigating committee 
late yesterday by its counsel that cer- 
tain employes of 
the bureau have 


sought in every way to hinder the 
•work of obtaining records and paper 
for the prosecution of the inquiry. 


R. C. Routsong, in charge of the 


statistical division, who was assign- 
ed by Director Frank T. Hines to as- 
sist committee counsel, was named 
as one of the employes and the com- 
mittee asked that it be rurnished a 
ust of the others 
Specifically Rout- 


song was charged with holding pa- 
pers relating to payments to ZVIathew 
O'Brien, a San Francisco architect, 
for unused plans for a hospital'at 
Livermore, Calif01 ma. 


One letter showed that O'Brien had 


presented a claim for only $23,000 in 
addition to the $64,000 paid him for 
the orig'nal plans and committeemen 
indicated that this letter would have 
been of much importance in its in- 
vestigation into the pajment of $33,- 
000 to O'Brien by the accounting of- 
fice of the budget bureau 


The committee -was in recess to- 


day until next Monday. Routsong and 
some of other emploj es may be call- 
ed next week. The committee also will 
be prepared then to hear Charles R 
Forbes, former director of the bureau 
and some of his witnesses. Forbes was 
too i1! yesterdaj to atenri the hear- 
ing and the time of his appearance on 
the witness stand is mdefemite. 


Senator Reed, Republican, Pennsyl- 


vania, chan/man of 
the committee, 


lias expressed a desire to have the 
committees* report and the record of 
the hearing ready for Congress next 
month. In order for this to be done, 
:he hearings will have to be closed 
next week or in the week following. 
Several major maters remain to be 
inquired into, including camp Kear- 
ney, Washington and the operations 
of the medical and claims divisions 
of the bureau. 


Recommendations for several im- 


portant changes in the la\v go\ernmg 
the treatment of the former service 
men are expected to be one outcome 
of the investigation. "While the com- 
mittee has been in session only three 
wrecks, John F. O'Rjan. its general 
counsel, and an army of assistants in- 
cluding lawyers, doctors service men 
throughout ttte country have been 
conducting hundreds of investigations 
'or months. As a result of these in- 
quiries and co-operation between gen- 
eral O'Ryaa and director Hines the 
'ormer has reported to the commit- 
:ee that a number causes for criticism 
lave been removed. Many others re- 
main, however, and it is the opinion 
of those T\ho have studied the ques- 
:ion that only amendments o- the 
basic law governing the bureau -will 
afford a remedy n a number of the 
cases.
